Writing  Diploma  Examinations  on 
Computers 

The  number  of  students  writing  diploma 
examinations  on  computers  has  increased 
considerably  since  the  option  to  do  so  was 
introduced.  In  the  1996-1997  school  year,  over 
7000  students  wrote  their  English  30,  English 
33,  Social  Studies  30,  Social  Studies  33  and/or 
Frangais  30  examinations  using  computers.

Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 

Program  of  Studies 

The  new  Alberta  Program  of  Studies  for  English 
Language  Arts  Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 is 
available  for  optional  implementation  in 
September  1998.  The  program  has  been 
distributed  to  all  K-9  schools  and  is  available  at 
the  Alberta  Education  web  site.  This  program 
replaces  the  Elementary  Language  Learning 
Program  of  Studies,  1991  and  the  Junior  High 
Language  Arts  Program  of  Studies,  1987. 
Provincial  implementation  is  scheduled  for 
September  1999. 

The  Alberta  program  is  based  on  The  Western 
Canadian  Protocol  Common  Curriculum 
Framework  for  English  Language  Arts, 
Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  (Grades  10-12 
Draft).  Detail,  specificity  and  clarity  have  been 
added  to  the  grade  level  specific  outcome 
statements.  Many  teachers  from  across 
Alberta  have  played  an  important  role  in  the 
development  of  this  new  program.

Alberta  Education  is  working  closely  with 
teachers  to  develop  illustrative  examples  (lEs) 
to  support  and  provide  a classroom  context  for 
the  specific  outcome  statements.  A sample  of 
draft  illustrative  examples  for  General 
Outcome  2,  for  Kindergarten  to  Grade  3,  has 
been  distributed  with  the  program  of  studies 
and  is  available  at  the  Alberta  Education  web 
site.  This  sample  provides  a preview  of  the  lEs 
and  gives  support  to  those  schools  introducing 
the  Early  Literacy  Initiative  at  the  Kindergarten 
level  begun  this  spring.  Work  on  the 
development  of  these  lEs  for  all  specific 
outcomes,  for  Kindergarten  to  Grade  9,  will 
continue  during  the  summer.  The  completed 
lEs,  from  Kindergarten  to  Grade  9,  are 
scheduled  to  be  distributed  to  schools  prior  to 
September  1 998,  in  time  for  those  schools 
wishing  to  proceed  with  optional  implementation 
of  the  program. 

Western  Canadian  Protocol  Resources 

Due  to  the  volume  of  submissions  received  for 
Phase  2,  only  the  evaluation  of  the  major 
integrated  resources  submissions  has  been 
completed— Part  1— April  1998.  This  Part  1 list 
is  now  posted  at  the  Western  Canadian 
Protocol  web  site. 

The  evaluation  results  for  Phase  2,  book 
collections,  anthologies,  and  stand-alone  video, 
audio  and  software  are  scheduled  to  be 
released  February  1999. 

Learning  and  Teaching  Resources 

It  is  recommended  that  schools  continue  to  use 
currently  authorized  resources  until  they  are 
out-of-print  or  no  longer  available  for  purchase.

Alberta  learning  information 

SERVICE  (ALIS) 

The  Alberta  Learning  Information  Service 
(ALIS)  is  an  Internet  gateway  to  information 
about  adult  learning  in  Alberta.  The  ALIS  site 
will  be  of  interest  to  learners  and  those 
individuals  who  provide  guidance  to  learners; 
e.g.,  counsellors,  parents  and  teachers.  This 
web  site  provides  learners  with  the  Internet 
ability  to  explore  career  choices  and  find  out 
information  about  education  and  training 
programs,  and  student  finance  and 
scholarships.  It  also  provides  links  to  Alberta’s 
post-secondary  institutions  so  users  can 


research  and  explore  education  alternatives. 

As  well,  there  is  information  about  transferring 
credits  between  Alberta  post-secondary 
institutions  and  the  facility  to  apply  online  for 
admission  to  participating  learning  institutions.

It  is  also  accessible  from  the 
home  page  of  Alberta  Education. 


Globe  program 

Canada  became  a partner  in  the  Global  Learning 
and  Observations  to  Benefit  the  Environment 
(GLOBE)  Program  on  April  7,  1997.  By 
February  1998,  the  program  had  participation 
from  over  60  countries. 

GLOBE  is  an  international  program  for 
environmental  science  education.  It  consists  of 
a set  of  learning  activity  guides  that  involve 
students  in  collecting  data  about  their 
environment  and  an  Internet  site  where  they  can 
pool  their  data  with  that  of  other  students  from 
around  the  globe.  Currently,  there  are  four 
domains  of  student  research  activities  in  the 
GLOBE  Program: 

Atmosphere:  Students  conduct  daily 
measurements  of  air  temperature,  cloud  cover 
and  precipitation. 

Hydrology:  Students  make  measurements  of 
water  temperature,  dissolved  oxygen,  pH, 
alkalinity  and  conductivity  of  a body  of  water  near 
the  school. 

Land  Cover/Biology:  Students  identify 
dominant  local  cover  types  and  do  some  related 
measurements.  They  also  compare  their 
findings  with  images  taken  by  the  Landsat 
satellite. 

Soils:  Students  take  soil  samples  and  analyze 
them  to  determine  the  characteristics  of  various 
soil  layers.

ASSESSMENTS  OF  STUDENT 
ACHIEVEMENT 

The  results  of  two  studies  of  student 
achievement  were  released  in  February.  One 
was  the  Grade  12  part  of  the  Third  International 
Mathematics  and  Science  Study  (TIMSS), 
conducted  in  the  spring  of  1995.  Results  were 
provided  in  the  following  areas:  science  and 
mathematics  literacy,  advanced  physics  and 
advanced  mathematics.  Twenty-four  countries 
took  part  in  one  or  more  of  these  components, 
and  four  provinces,  including  Alberta,  had  large 
enough  samples  for  comparisons  at  a provincial 
level.  Our  students  compared  favorably  with 
other  students  around  the  world.  Alberta 
results  were  above  international  averages  in 
science  literacy  and  advanced  mathematics, 
and  not  significantly  different  from  international 
averages  in  mathematics  literacy  and  advanced 
physics. 

This  was  the  third  and  last  part  of  the  study — 
the  Grade  8 results  were  released  in  November 
1996  and  the  Grade  4 results  in  June  1997. 
Grade  8 and  Grade  4 results  for  Alberta 
students  were  significantly  above  international 
averages  in  both  mathematics  and  science,  and 
were  particularly  strong  in  science. 

Also  released  in  February  were  the  results  of 
the  second  mathematics  assessment  of  the 
School  Achievement  Indicators  Program 
(SAIP).  This  program  is  sponsored  by  the 
Council  of  Ministers  of  Education,  Canada 
(CMEC).  Alberta  students  achieved  well 
compared  to  students  in  Canada  overall, 
though  many  students  across  the  country  did 
not  meet  national  expectations.  Approximately 
3700  Alberta  students,  aged  13  and  16, 
participated.  This  assessment,  which  was 
administered  in  April  1997,  began  the  second 
round  of  national  testing  conducted  by  the 
CMEC.  The  first  round  of  assessments 
included  mathematics  in  1993,  reading  and 
writing  in  1994,  and  science  in  1996.  The 
second  reading  and  writing  assessment  was 
administered  this  spring.

America  is  a board  game  that  focuses  on  the 
history  of  aboriginal  people  in  North  America.  A 
trivia  game  suitable  for  the  classroom,  for  all 
people  aged  9 and  over,  TOPONA  uses  over 
460  multiple  choice  and  true/false  questions  to 
educate  and  inform  players  about  the  culture, 
historic  accomplishments,  and  technological 
and  social  contributions  of  North  America’s 
major  aboriginal  culture  groups. 

The  rules  and  game  board  take  into 
consideration  important  aspects  of  aboriginal 
cultures;  e.g.,  the  importance  of  the  circle,  the 
concept  of  sharing,  and  the  influence  and 
wisdom  of  elders.  Because  the  correct 
answers  to  questions  are  given  with  full 
explanations,  TOPONA  encourages  reading, 
interaction  and  learning  amongst  players.  The 
positive  and  non-confrontational  focus  serves  to 
develop  self-esteem  in  aboriginal  people.
